W hen grass w asn't good the hogs 
rooted lor most of what they ate, 
plus acorns and nuts. T he hog's 
life 
expectancy, 
if 
everything 
went well, was twelve to eighteen 
m onths. 
As you can readily understand, 
there were disease problem s for 
hog raisers then. Cholera was the 
principal 
scourage 
and 
would 
wipe out entire herds. Tom M oor­ 
m an was m uch concerned w ith 
these problem s 
.through exper- 
i ience, 
through 
discussion 
with 
j neighbors, and through reading. 
And he decided to do som ething 
about it 
So in the spring of th a t m em ­ 
orable year he wrote a card to 
the United S tates D epartm ent of 
' A griculture in W ashington, ask­ 
ing for a rem edy or form ula for 
treating swine ills. L ater he re­ 
ceived the form ula, mixed some 
and fed to his hogs. They did 
well 
and a business was born! 
At the urging of neighbors and 
friends, Tom cleared away a sec­ 
tion in a large barn on his prop­ 
erty and proceeded to mix more 
of the form ula, and sold it in the 
com m unity. A ctually it was the 
first hog remedy m ade; 
every­ 
thing else a t th a t tim e was stock 
food. 
N aturally 
the 
entire 
fam ily 
pitched in and helped m the pro­ 
duction. His three sons all help­ 
ed. using hoe. scoop shovel and 
a hand-pow ered coffee-grinder in 
the process. The daughters cut 
<nd sewed sacks for the packag­ 
ing 111 ten and tw enty-five pound 
ack.s a m etal stencil took care 
of the labeling. 
In time there was quite a brisk 
business, the boys going out 
111 
spring wagons to th e surround­ 
ing counties 
and 
selling 
from 
farm to farm 
It was in 1900 th a t the M oor­ 
m an brothers, seeing the possibil­ 
ities of the product in the hog 
country of the m idwest, secured 
permission from their father to 
locate in Gorin, Missouri. With 
the courage and foresight which 
marked their future conduct they 
established a small plant and be­ 
gan mixing, packaging and m ar­ 
keting the product. 
It was about this time that 
Research 
entered 
the 
picture. 
Previously the manufacture was 
confined to the hog remedy. But 
by 
study 
and 
experiment 
the 
brothers added two more prod­ 
ucts: 
’ Moorman's 
Liquid 
Stock 
Dip" 
and 
"Special 
Horse 
and 
Cattle 
Powders," 
labeled 
as 
a 
conditioner for horses, cattle and 
sheep. The enterprise continued 
to prosper, and in the years at 
Gorin reached a marketing peak 
of five spring wagons canvassing 
the territory 
Feeling 
the need for greater 
diversity 
of 
transportation, 
in­ 
cluding not a little foresight in 
gauging how the newly develop­ 
ing automobile and truck were 
slowly revolutionizing the m eth­ 
od of moving goods, the Moor­ 
man brothers decided to move to 
Quincy. Illinois, on the M ississ­ 
ippi arid some 6,> miles southeast 
of Gorin. Here they were able to 
purchase a larger building to ac­ 
commodate their expanding busi­ 
ness, This major move was made i 
in 1908 and gave them more ready 
access to the market. 
The move was partly brought 
on by the transition several years 
before, 
from

"peddling’’ 
method, to the more m odem or­ 
der-book 
and shipment method 
by which the Moorman salesmen
